CBy UnitejS Prf**.T 
Nashville, Tenn., Aug. 18.— Wom­ 
an’s suffrage 
became 
part o f the 
basic* law o f the United Sta-ics to ­ 
day when the Tennessee 
legislature 
ratified the Susan B. Anthony co n­ 
stitutional amendment. 
The Tennessee house 
pa ssed the 
resolution 
hv 
a vote o f 40 to 47, 
first and Speaker Walker 
changed 
his vote in fa vor o f the resolution, 
making the final vote 50 to 4(1. 
It had already 
been 
adopted by 
the senate. 


Tennessee was the 36th sta te to 
ra tify , thus completing 
the number 
required and putting the amendment 
into the constitution and ending the 
long fight fo r equal suffrage. 


> The victory came a fter two day s 
o f debate. 
Women now will l>e able to vote in 
the November election on an equa l­ 
ity with men unless 
the Amendment 
is blocked in the courts or a recon­ 
sideration changes the results. 


The vote in the house came with 
dramatic suddenness a fter a a in ef­ 
fectua l attempt to table the resolu­ 
tion o f ratification had been made. 


Speaker Walker 
moved to table. 
The vote on this was 48 to 48 and 
the house was in an uproar because 
the decision was in doubt. When or­ 
der was restored, the clerk began to 
call the roll on the original resolu­ 
tion for ratification.

The Nineteenth Amendment to the 
Constitution o f the United Sta tes is 
a living monument to its dead fra ­ 
mer, Susan B. Anthony . 
Pa ssed by Congress 
and ratified i 
bv three-fourths o f the sta tes in a l­ 
most the ex a ct words a s set down by 
“ the woman emancipator,” the m ea ­ 
sure gives full and 
impartial fra n­ 
chise to 25,000,009 American wom­ 
en, comprising the largest body o f 
citizens ever admitted 
at one time 
to the ballot in the United 
Sta tes. 
While the fight 
for equal repre­ 
sentation fo r both sex es was begun 
a s early a s the first y ear o f Amer­ 
ican independence, no serious, 
o r­ 
ganized or determined 
effort 
was 
made in women’s behalf until 
the 
da y s o f Miss Anthony . 
In 1848 at 
Seneca Fa lls, N. Y., Miss 
Anthony 
called to order 
the 
first national 
woman’s suffrage convention. 


Attempts at partial 
suffrage 
by 
sta tes were made 
first 
in Kansas. 
That was before 1865, and not until 
1867 were suffrage 
leaders able to 
get a proposition before the sta te 
legislature. 
It w*as defeated at that 
time and suffered 
additional 
set­ 
backs until 1874 when the sta te a s­ 
sembly voted to 
strike 
the 
word 
“ male” from the suffrage cla use in 
the sta te constitution. 


Other attempts, 
in many 
ea ses 
similar to 
the 
K a nsa s 
situation, 
were made in Michigan, 18 74; Colo­ 
rado, 
1877 
and 
18 9 3; 
Nebraska, 
18 8 2; 
Oregon, 
1884 
and 
19 00; 
Rhode Island, 
18 8 6; 
Washington, 
1889 and 189 8: South Dakota, 189 0 
and 18 9 8 ; California, 189 6 and Ida ­ 
ho, 189 6. 
In all moves made for enfra nch­ 
isement o f women 
in 
the 
United 
Sta tes, Susan B. Anthony stood out 
most prominently . Bom in 1820 near 
Adams, Mass., Miss Anthony began 
to take an active interest in polities 
for women a fter she had taught in 
private schools 
in New York sta te 
and New England. 
After rebuff on 
top o f rebuff but still undaunted, be­ 
ca use, she said, she knew her ca use 
wras right, she 
assumed 
national 
control o f suffrage 
matters on the

Polish Delegates Who Went to Minsk 
as Beggars Rapidly Approach 
Equality With Russians 


REDS ARE PRESSED BACKWARD 


Polish Armies Assume Offensive Un­ 
der French Leadership on Whole 
500 Mile Front 


Dr. Frank H. Green today bought 
what was known a s the Dr. Moffett 
property , corner

The lot has a frontage o f 110 feet

street and a plumbing shop on the 
alley and fronting on

Green, w*ho owns the house on 
the 
north, bought 55 feet off the north 
end o f the lot several y e^rs ago as

embraced 
gj-ound T65 feet square.

minor successes in isolated sectors, 
dispatches from neutral a s well as 
Polish sources today 
showed 
the 
soviet 
fo rces 
have 
been 
forced 
backward 
from 10 to 15 miles at 
some places. 
At some points 
the 
retreat borders on a rout. 
The Russia ns were still fa r with­ 
in the eastern Polish boundary pro­ 
posed by the treaty 
o f Versailles, 
ex cept for a small frontage, but the 
moral advantage in the tnilitary sit­ 
uation w a s 
believed to be veer ng 
definitely towards the Poles.

was due to several fa cto rs such a s 
reported depletion o f Russian a r­ 
tillery supplies and munitions, the 
ebbing o f the Bolshevik morale and 
the final ejectment o f the Russians 
from the Danzig corridor and

eastern outw*orks o f Warsaw.

New High Tension Line Will be 
Run in Order to Make Better 
Lights in Residential Section 


TWO FEED LINES NOW 


Users o f electricity in the residen­ 
tial portion o f the city w*ill he given 
more volta ge 
and 
thus 
brighter 
lights will he available, uponr com ­ 
pletion o f a new* high 
tension line, 
the plans being made la st nurht at 
the meeting o f the city council. 


At the present time there are only 
tw*o main feed 
lines 
running from 
the electric plant. One o f these come 
up Second 
street 
to the business 
district and supply the territory ly ­ 
ing south o f the C. L & W. railroad. 
The other main feed line go es north 
on Arthur street, 
and supplies the 
fa cto ries 
and 
residences 
in 
the 
north part o f 
Rush vile, 
all above 
the railroad. 


The plan is to run 
a third line, 
following the Pennsy lvania 
railroad 
a s fa r a s Eleventh street, and feed ­ 
ing the residences 
from this line, 
thus increasing 
the 
volta ge, 
and 
making the 
current 
stronger 
for 
lights, w’hich is hadlv needed and is 
noticed by 
the 
users 
o f electrie 
iron, sto ves and lights. 


The cost for the new high tension 
line will be between $1,500 and $2,- 
000, and Supt. Mahin 
ex pects 
to 
have it in operation a s fa r north a s 
Main street by winter. 
By relieving 
the other two lines it will also 
in­ 
crea se the 
voltage 
in the fa cto ry 
district and business district.

No Excuse for Hessian Fly 
There is practically no u se fo e the 
Hessian fly do ing the damage it do es 
ev ery year in Indiana, acco rding to 
ento mo lo gists, if farmers will plant 
their wheat after the safe date in 
the fall. Ev ery year mo re 
farmers 
are co nv erted to this plan o f prev en­ 
ting a co mmo n parasite which cau s­ 
es millio ns o f do llars o f lo ss to 
wheat gro wers annu ally. 
Farmers are u rged to yield to the 
ggerftio iV which so me hav e 
made 
plant no wheat whatev er, as this 
might cau se serio u s cu rtailment 
o f 
the wheat cro p and is who lly u nnec­ 
essary. The way to av o id repetitio n 
o i the serio u s lo sses su ffered du ring 
the seaso n ju st ^ is t is to 
refrain 
fro m to o early planting and o bserv e 
o ther precau tio ns reco mmended by 
the state and 
federal 
au tho rities. 
Planting acco rding to schedu le will, 
u nder no rmal weather co nditio ns, 
resu lt in practically co mplete 
pro - 
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feci io n fro m the Hessio n fly, who se 
life histo ry is so well kno wn that 
the date o f its appearance v an be 
qu ite accu rately fo recast. 
Tho se who hav e been accu sto med 
to plant wheat early in the fall to 
av o id its being winter killed are as­ 
su red that if they o bserv e the rec­ 
o mmendatio ns o f the au tho rities as 
to prepartio n o f the seed bed, 
the 
u se o f go o d seed, and so il fertility, 
this risk will be redu ced to a mini­ 
mu m. In years when the Hessian fly 
is abu ndant, earlv -so wn wheat 
is 
practically certain to be serio u sly

visit the reserve and note the prog ­ 
ress made since this woodland tract 
came into possession of the 
state 
more than a decade ag o. 
John G. Brown, president of 
the 
Indiana Federation of Farmers’ As­ 
sociations, and other prominent men 
are to appear on the 
prog ram 
to 
beg in at 1 :40 p. m. at the adminis­ 
tration building . 
A 
representative 
from Purdue University has prom­ 
ised to he on hand 
to 
discuss the 
attitude of the ex periment 
station 
on forestry ; D. V. Mann, 
Clark 
county farm ag ent, will tell of 
his 
work as a factor in helping solve the 
'crestry problem, and Richard Lic- 
>er, director of the department 
of 
conservation will note actual results 
accomplished in forestry in Indiana 
and outline a future policy in for­ 
estry in the state. A speaker to be 
elected, wall discuss 
the 
subject 
of forestry in connection with 
the 
[public schools, and the vital need of 
increased forest production because 
of the alarming paper shortag e and 
dwindling supply of woods for va­ 
rious and industrial uses. 
Charles C. Deam, state 
forester,

The state forest reserve is located

The 
administration building 
was

pleted in 19 06 . Since the spring ofj 
39 04, when some of the forest plan­ 
ting s were started, the 
state 
has 
steadily prog ressed with its ex peri­ 
ments and on this 2,000-acre 
pre- 
esrve is conducting the most ex ten­ 
sive investig ation of g rowing hard­ 
woods ever conducted in the United 
States. 
Today visitors at the reserve will 
sec 17 5 acres of cleared land that 
has been planted to forest with 23 
different kinds of trees, 
some 
of 
which are now- 6 inches in diameter. 
There is a park of seven acres w hich 
contains 8 2 species of trees and 6 3 
varieties of shrubs. Ex periments ex ­ 
tending throug h more than a decade 
of y eaVs prove 
prove 
conclusively 
that trees planted 5x6 and 6 x6 feet 
apart do best. The former will permit 
raising 17 6 0 trees per acre and the 
latter 1200 per acre. According to 
Mr. Deam, planting s of black locust 
made 6 x6 have proved most satis­ 
factory . 
Many splendid scenic effects arc 
obtained at the reserve. The 
view* 
from the “lookout on top 
of 
the 
knobs” is one of the g randest in In­ 
diana, and on a clear day , 
Louis­ 
ville, Ry ., 20 miles distant, appears 
in the vista. A panorama of the 2,- 
000 acre woodland is unsurpassed.

worm damage' in central Indiana 
lave been received at Purdue Uni- 
versity. 
An investigation in Grant, 


Tipton, and Clinton counties made 
>y the Horticultural Department and 
W. H. Larimer, Government Ento- 
mologist, showed as high as 25% .of 
he tomato fruits now set affected by 
he varigated cut worm. 


These worms, are attacking gar- 


lens, sugar beets, 
flowers and al- 


most all green crops, but are serious 
o far as reports indicate only in 
gardens and a few tomato fields. 


Fortunately this insect is easily 


ontrolled by the same remedy as 
pplied to the army worm during 
ecent years. 


On a field scale thoroughly mix 


50 pounds of bran with 2 pounds of 
Paris green, crude or white arsenic. 
Dilute 1 gallon of cheap "B"lack 
Strap" or other grade molasses with 
4 to 6 gallons of water. Wet the 
bran with the dilute molasses poison 
mixture until a handful of the mnsh, 
when squeezed tightly, will just 
show water between the fingers. 


Broadcast the bait as thinly as 


possible over the infested fields. 
Seven to ten pounds of the wet mash 
should cover one acre, 50 pounds of 
bran should cover ten acres. 


For small gardens use 1 pound of 


l>ran, 1 oz. of paris green, erode or 
white arsenic, J cup molasses and 
1 pt. of water. 


The arsenicals iised arc deadlv 


poison and extreme care should be 
:aken to prevent any domestic an- 
imals, including chickens, from eat- 
ng the bait before it is applied. 
iVhen the mash is scattered thinly 
as directed, there will be no danger 
whatever.

The forest 
reserve consists of 


2,000 acres and was purchased by 
the state in 1903 for $16,000. The 
administration building was com- 
pleted in 1906. .Since the spring of 
1904, when some of the forest plan- 
tings were started, the state 
has 


steadily progressed with its experi- 
ments and on this 2,000-aere pre- 
esrve is conducting the most exten- 
sive investigation of growing hard- 
woods ever conducted in the United 
States.

Today visitors at the reserve will 


see 175 acres of cleared land that 
has been planted to forest with 23 
different kinds of trees, 
some of 


which are now 6 inches in dia'meter. 
There is a park of seven acres which 
contains 82 species of trees and 63 
varieties of shrubs. Experiments ex- 
tending through more than a decade 
of years prove prove conclusively 
that trees planted 5x6 and 6x6 feet 
apart do best. The former will permit 
raising 1760 trees per acre and the 
latter 1200 per acre. According to 
Mr. Deam, plantings of black locust 
made 6x6 have proved most satis- 
factory.

The view 
from the "lookout on top of 
the 


knobs" is one of the grandest in In- 
diana, and on a clear day,
